Egypt the Pharaohs money 
was unknown—but there were 
countants and they kept their own ac- 
counts. Records these “Scribes” 
have been found written sheets 
papyrus, which were afterwards used 
wrappings for the mummies 
crocodiles.

Not only 
must the paper made all rags, 
but essential that the rags 
white linen and cotton clippings, that 
say, the mere percentage rags 
does not tell the entire story; the kind 
rags must known also. 


Percentage and Kind Rags 


matter fact, paper made 
100 per cent colored rags would not 
enduring paper made, say 
per cent even per cent, 
white rags. show the need 
knowing the type rags used, 
would possible treat 100 per 
cent colored rag paper that would 
absolutely non-permanent. 
those who want their books and docu- 
ments last, must know, not only the 


percentage rag content, but the 
exact kind rags used. 


Skill and Craftsmanship 


addition the kind rags, the 
matter skill and craftsmanship 
processing them plays 
equally important part. manufac- 
turer, who has not the experience and 
skill draw upon, could not produce 
durable and lasting paper, even 
from 100 per cent white rags 
organization which has specialized 
the production such paper and has 
generations knowledge and experi- 
ence its command.

“Defective leaf always detected 
before can get very far, because 
careful supervision.

While the leaf being 
manufactured, measured, and 
the beginning every thousand feet 
sample taken the laboratory 
and subjected rigid test. Each 
roll leaf numbered that can 
traced back occasion should re- 
quire. Before placing any roll leaf 
into the sales stock, each lot care- 
fully inspected and made stamp 
different materials that the leaf was 
meant for. 


Improvements Last Ten Years 


“Improvements have been many 
the past ten years, both roll leaf 
and roll equipment. 
heat control, which today 
brought high state develop- 
ment, has contributed much uniform 
stamping many plants. 

“Speaking purely from engineer- 
ing viewpoint, can see great things 
happening the stamping books 
the future. feel that radical 
changes will not take place the roll 
leaf itself, but rather its applica- 
tion. Machinery will devised which 
will give production keeping 
with modern day requirements, and 
give beautiful lasting impressions.”
